Death  of  R.G.  Baxter 


The  following  letter  was  written  by  R.C.  Baxter  in  1902  to  his  cousin  in  Plattsburg, 

N  Y  riving  a  history  of  his  life  which  is  more  corplete  than  anything  we  could  have  written 
^  He  was  bom  in  Plattsburg,  N.Y.,  in  1829,  died  in  Leesburg  April  1,  1903. 

It  was  in  1835  that  my  father  cane  home  from  Alabama  with  a  well  filled  purse,  and  nade 
grandfather  and  grandmother  comfortable  in  several  respects.  Early  in  the  fall  of  that 
year  mother  and  I  went  back  with  father  to  Alabama.  We  were  18  days  out  at  sea, 
encountering  a  fearful  storm  for  four  days,  but  we  made  our  port.  Mobile,  all  safe  and 
all  glad  to  getashore  ,  many  declaring  they  would  never  again  go  to  sea.  I  can  see 
those  aouata  1 n  waves  and  howling  winds,  but  allthis  was  a  grand  sight  to  mo,  and  X 
preferred  a  rolling  sea  to  a  calm  one.  Wo  remained  but  a  few  days  in  the  city  and 
obarded  a  river  steamer  bound  up  on  the  river,  landing  us  at  Selma,  a  tovn  of  1*00 
inhabitants,  but  now  5,000;  an  important  town  on  the  river,  and  during  the  late  war  a 
center  cfr  confederate  military  supplies.  Well  about  the  latter  part  of  December, _  _ 

1836,  mother  and  I  returned  to  Plattsburg  on  a  visit,  father  remaining  in  AitasaxAlabama. 

The  9th  of  October  at  New  York  City  we  boarded  the  packet,  Louisa,  bound  for  Mobile, 

Alabama,  Truman,  master.  This  was  quite  a  pleasant  yoyage  of  15  days.  A  steamer  came 
out  to  the  bar  and  took  us  off  for  the  xbqcx  city.  I  think  the  tide  was  out  and  we 
had  run  onto  a  bar.  Nothing  serious  happened  and  the  ship  had  only  to  wait  for  an  incoming 
tide  to  get  clear.  The  steamer  tumbled  around  considerably  in  the  sea.  Father  and 
other  gentlemen  had  chartered  this  steamer,  not  willing  to  wait,  but  anxious  to  see  their  dnc 
dear  friends.  I  was  delighted  with  rry  steamer  ride.  I  was  put  in  charge  of  a  negro 
my  father  owned.  His  name  was  Wallace,  a  very  intelligent  man,  and  possessing  considerable 
scholarship  for  a  negro.  Father  would,  on  the  sly,  give  him  instructions  in  mathematics. 
Whllace  was  father's  body  servant  and  confident.  Father  paid  81,000  for  this  man,  but  a 
contract  with'  the  seller  was  drawn  up  when  father  bought  Wallace,  that  when  father  was  done 
with  him  that  he  would  sell  him  back  at  his  appraiied  Value.  This  was  to  prevent  father 
from  taking  him  to  a  free  state  and  freeing  him.  Father  also  bought  a  negro  woman  of 
w  the  same  planter^  and  za  made  the  same  contract.  This  n egress  was  faithful,  intelligent 
and  kind.  If  it  were  possible,  how  happy  I  would  be  to  see  them  alive  and  talk  with 
them.  My  memory  if  fresh  in  scenes  of  slavery,  equally  degrading  to  the  white  and  the 
ki  nf»v  nan.  In  the  fall  of  1839  we  returned  to  Plattsburg,  our  last  sea  voyage,  on  the 
brig  "Mobile"  nothing  of  particular  interest  occurring.  From  New  York  we  went  to  Rhode 
Island  for  a  short  visit  to  Mrs.  Baxter,  a  widow  of  my  father's  brother,  from  there  to 
Sadatoga  Springs  and  from  there  to  Plattsburg,  arriving  at  about  10  o'clock  at  night. 


Mother  bought  property  right  opposite  Uncle  Stephen  Averill's  in  the  west  part  of  town. 

Vfcile  living  there,  Sjfoptember  2l*,  181*0,  we  received  the  sad  news  of  rajr  father  s  death. 

After  mother's  death  I  went  to  clerking  in  Uncle  Charlie's  stare  at  the  mines.  I  was 

not  satisfied  with  that  kind  of  work  and  went  to  Viluses  Jo  learn  the  tin  trade  about  August 

181*7.  The  next  spring,  181*8,  I  went tto  Burlington,  Vermont  to  work  for  a  Mr.  Hlln. 

In  the  spring  I  went  to  Rousespoimt.  At  Rousespoint  I  got  a  clerkship.  9th  I 

started  west  via  Saratoga  Springs,  From  there  I  went  to  Buffalo.  At  that  citj  I  tooM  a 
steamer  for  Toledo,  Ohio  thence  cm  the  canal  to  Autroert,  7  miles  from  Hicksville,  Chio, 
where  Mr.  Edgerton's  lived.  Grandmother,  when  she  found  I  was  determined  on  going  west, 
insisted  on  my  going  to  Mr.  Edgerton's.  I  wanted  to  continue  in  ny  trade  so  started 
for  Ft.  Wayne  August  l*th,  101*9.  Mr.  Edgerton  gave  me  a  letter  of  ^introduction  to  his 
toother,  informin  g  him  of  my  wishes.  I  remained  with  him  a  few  days,  working  at  ray 
trade.  The  22nd  of  August  181*9  I  left  for  Logan sport,  and  remained  there  until  September 
ISO,  then  took  the  back  track  to  Peru.  September  1852  left  Peru  for  Rochester  where 
I  remained  for  6  months.  In  1853  I  went  to  Plymouth.  In  185U  worked  in  Chicago  for 
a  couple  of  months  then  returned  to  Plymouth  again.  I  was  married  to  Miss  Bneline 
Marsh,  of  Plymouth,  in  1855.  In  1857  I  left  Plymouth  with  my  wife  and  child  which  was. 

9  months  old,  for  Iowa.  Oar  little  girl  died  soon  after  arriving  there.  In  1859  I 
returned  to  Plymouth  and  went  into  the  tin  business.  In  1861*  I  came  to  the  twon  of  Leesburg 

.  which  has  been  my  home  to  the  present  time.  We  have  six  children,  aLl  of  whom  are  now  marriec

HENRY  MARSH  -  When  this  esteemed  old  friend  called  on  us  the  3rd  of  last  January, 
feeling  rather  poorly  from  the  unfavorable  weather,  and  remarked  that  this  would 
more  than  likely  be  the  last  visit  to  our  sanctum  to  pay  his  subscription,  we 
little  dreamed  that  the  old  man’s  prediction  would  be  realized,  bit  it  has,  as 
as  the  faithful  old  pioneer  closed  his  eyes  on  this  world,  last  Saturday  about 
ten  o'clock.  He  was  taken  down  with  lung  fever  about  three  weeks  ago,  and 
seemed  to  show  seme  encouraging  symptoms  early  last  week,  only  to  sink  away  at 
the  close. 

Mr.  Marsh  was  bom  in  Dover,  Kent  Co.,  Bigland,  March  31st,  1812  lacking  one 
month  of  being  78  years  old. 

He  was  married  to  his  devoted  wife  Bnily,  in  England  Feb.  lb,  183b,  at  the  age 
of  twentysix  and  in  I83&  they  braved  the  then  dangerous  voyage  of  the  Great 
Atlantic  and  cast  their  fortunes  with  America.  Coming  to  Marshall  County  in  18b k} 

they  began  life  in  reality  in  the  woods  near  Wolf  Creek  where  Mr.  Marsh  put  a 
water-power  saw  mill  and  successfully  operated  it  for  some  time.  He  has  leved  on 
the  farm  where  he  died,  in  We st  Twp/  for  about  30  years. 

The  deceased  was  well  known  in  this  community  and  was  highly  esteemed  for  his 
many  excellent  traits  of  character.  Honest  and  true,  you  could  rely  on  his  word 
as  a  bond,  and  he  always  had  the  greatest  respect  and  admiration  for  those  whose 
word  could  be  depended  uoon. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church,  and  earnestly  tried  to  live  the 
life  he  professed.  The  funeral  took  place  from  the  Evangelical  Church  near 
31igo,  and  the  tired  old  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Stringer  Cemetery  last 
Monday,  Rev.  Brown  officiating,  preaching  from  Psalms  23,  sleeted  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  old  gentleman  years  ago.
